BULGARIANS BEATEN. 


TH E CAMPAIGN OPENS WITH SEV­ 
ERAL SERVIAN SUCCESSES. 


Milan] Moving ltaptdljr on the Koad to 
Sofia—Alexander a t the Head of 
HI* Brave« Goes Forth to 
Meet the 
Foe. 


L ondon , N ov. 17.—The optimist has had 
his day in the Balkan complication. 
It is 
now the time for bloodshed, and the reports 
from the front are sanguinary enough for 
the most 
bloodthirsty. 
It is somewhat 
difficult to g et the actua l facts, as the 
Servian 
telegraph 
officials 
have been 
forbidden by their governm ent to accept 
from 
foreign 
war 
correspondents dis­ 
patches rela ting to piovements of the war, 
but advices from Belgrade are to the effect 
tha t it is reported from the front that the 
Servians, 
having turned 
the Dragoman 
pass, are now marching on Sofia, and tha t 
the road to the line of intrenchm entstotha t 
city is clear. 
A Pirot dispatch, however, 
says tha t the Bulgarian troops are making 
an obstinate retrea t along the whole line, 
500 Bulgarians having been taken prison­ 
ers. 
It 
is 
thus 
evident that every 
foot of the Servian adva nce on the Bul­ 
garian capital is to be stubbornly contested. 
In fact, it is wired from Sofia tha t Bulgaria 
is resolved to fight to the bitter end, and 
tha t Prince Alexander has started for Sliv* 
nitza to assume command of the army in 
person. 
Retaliation hi a lso in order, and a 
force of Bulgarian« from W iddin has crossed 
the Timok river and entered Rervia, and is 
now attacking Negotine. 
It is reported tha t King Milan, a t the 
head of a body of his troop« , attempted to 
attack the Bulgarian rear, but was met and 
repulsed by a force under Prince Alexander. 
King Milan has hi« headquarters at Sari- 
brod. 
He commands a force of 43,000, 
Twenty thousand Roumelian troops have 
started, for the front since Saturday. 
A 
student’s lsgion, composed of youths be­ 
longing to the best families in this city, has 
also left for the scene of war. 
They wear 
a special uniform. There were many a ffect­ 
ing scenes on their departure. 
Lieut. Col. Strokitsch, of the Servian 
army, was killed in the fight a t Kiela. 
Further advices from Belgrade show that 
the fighting there Sunday was most des­ 
perate, but tha t after hea vy losses on both 
sid es the Servians 
were able to occupy 
Kaftcha, and eventually to turn the very 
difficult 
and 
rocky 
gorge 
of 
the 
Dragoman pass. 
The Bulgarians a fter a 
gallant resistance retreated to Slivnitza. 
Another 
account 
says 
tha t 
Col. 
Djuknitscb, commanding the Timok d ivi­ 
sion, drove the Bulgarians from .the in* 
trenchments and captured 159 prisonera 
The total Servian loss is two officers and 
fifty men killed and 200 wounded. 
An official report from Col. Benecky says: 
“ After a brilliant 
charge the Servians 
carried 
four 
Bulgarian 
redoubts 
beyond 
Saribrod. 
Col 
Djuknitsch, 
with 
the 
Timok 
division, 
has 
taken Kiela. 
The Servian troops continue 
advancing everywhere and ha ve captured 
400 prisoners. 
The Servians have lost 200 
wounded and fifty killed.” 
iThe direct road to Sofia passes through 
Saribrod and Dragoman, but another runs 
by way of Trn and turns both defiles of 
Saribrod and Dragoman, reaching Sofia by 
way of Bresnik. 
It wa s probably on the 
latter road that the fight of Sunday took 
place ] 


Bulgarian« OF for the Front. 
SoriA, Nov. 17.—About 12,000 Bulgarian 
troops including ca va lry and infa ntry left 
this city Monday in the direction of the 
Dragoman pass. 
They are 
under 
the 
immediate command of Prince Alexander. 
There is the most intense a nxiety here on 
account of the report tha t the Bulgarian 
troop* on the frontier have been defeated 
by the Servians. 
The scenes a ttending the 
departure of the troops were most affecting. 
The prince was pale, but bore a resolute 
expression. 
He addressed the troops in 
words which showed his full realization of 
the g ra vity of the situation. 
A t the same 
time his remarks were courageous and in - 
spiring, and they elicited warm applause. 
For some distance along the road, leading 
from the city, the troops were accompanied 
by 
miscellaneous crowds of citizsns, of 
which the wives, mothers and daughters of 
the soldiers formed the la rg est 
portion. 
Patriotic airs were started by the populace, 
and caught up by 
the troops as 
they 
marched along 
It was the comment of one 
accustomed to such scenes, however, tha t 
there was less of national enthusiasm mani­ 
fested than of the personal sympathy na t­ 
urally brought out by the presence of the 
danger. 
In short, the people do not feel tho 
sense of wrong nor the ambition for con­ 
quest which a te requisite to arouse a nation 
to exaltation. 
Still, it is hoped tha t the 
fidelity of tho troops to their prince will 
serve to turn the tide of Servia n success and 
save the capital from tbs enemy. 
It is ex­ 
pected tha t a decisive battle will take place 
at the Dragoman pass.
